The following ar- 
guments in faver of exempting a man's heme- 
stead from lialulity, we find in one of our West- 
ern exchanges :— 

There are two leading reasons which ought to 
have great weight. ‘The first is, the direct ten- 
dency of exempting the homestead from debt is 
to preserve the integrity of the family, both in 
society and property. It will keep the family 
together by keeping them at home—safe from 
all the storms of adversity. Now, the State 
which legislates has a deep interest in| maintain- 
ing the unity and prosperity of the family. The 
whole is made up of its parts. Society is found- 
ed in the family. If no family is driven out to 
seek a precarious support—the State will have 
no paupers to maintaia. In every state of soci- 
ety, no matter what the laws, the solvent must 
maintain the insolvent. In both the natural and 
Christian state of society itis the duty of the 
members ofa family to be kept united, and if 
they can have a home to rely upon, it is almost 
certain they will be able to do it. 

There is another reason almost equally strong, 
and which concerns the political health. There 
is no independence, strictly speaking, to be re- 
lied upon among people who have neither a 
homestead nor the means of getting one. Many 
of our laborers do get homesteads, saved from 
the profits of their labor.

Clover is an excellent green crop to be ploughed 
in—but clover is not readily made to grow on poor 
land. Thereare soils that are poor, but yet are 
. well suited to plaster. In some parts of the coun. 
try plaster is sown with clover and a good crop of 
wheat follows the clover after it is turned in, though 
the soil is not rich. 

Buckwheat orrye will grow pretty well ona 
poor sandy loam, and these are the best for green 
crops on such soils. Two or three crops of buck- 
wheat may be grown, in one season, for turning 
in. 

In regard to a very common notion that plaster, 
after two or three crops, leayes the land poorer 
than before using it, we see no reason to think it 
correct. It isa whim with no evidence to support 
it. When pasture land is so constituted that plas- 
ter operates well,"the fee! will be doubled for at 
least two years. Twice the usual number of cattle 
may therefore be kept on it, ard they will leave 
twice the usual quantity of manure. How then

Mr. Buckminster, Dear Sir :—I have a} 
brown ash swamp that I drained and cut off the

I feel desirous to give to the public through your 
valuable paper one or two facts. And first, how 
}to make good butter in winter. 

| Take the milk from the Cow, and strain it into 
‘a kettle, seald it quite hot, (not boil,) turn it into 
tin pans and set it where it will not freeze ; when 
the cream is risen, skim as usual. Before 
churning, warm the cream properly, say 60 de- 
grees. In this way, I churned last week, in 
ticelve minutes, 23 lbs. of excellent batter. 

The second fact. How to relieve a Cow or Ox 
‘when choked. Give a pint of strong soap suds. 
This may be done by putting it in a junk bottle. 
In this way, I saved a valuable Cow, a few days 
since. She was badly choked with a Turnip. 

Mr. Fditor, I admire to read short sentences 
in the Ploughman, and to the point.

As no 
Postmaster has any authority to frank these com- 
munications but when he is such an agent, it 1s 
proper to regard him as acting in that capacity 
when he so conducts, until information be received 
to the contrary. In«doing this business, the 
Postmaster must be regarded as entirely the agent 
of the publisher, and not of the Department.

LIGHT HOUSE ON MINOT'S LEDGE. 


The Hingham Journal, contains the following 
description of the curious Light-house which has 
just been built upon a sunken ledge, about three 
miles N. E. by N. from Cohasset. The Light- 
house, which has been three summers in the pro- 
cess of construction. was completed Jast fall, and 
lioehted for the first time on the Ist inst. 

, ‘The house, with all its supporters, is con- 
structed of iron. Tt is supported upon ume pil- 
lars, which are 55 feet high, ten inches in diame- 
ter, and fastened in holes drilled in the rock five 
feet deep and one foot in diameter. 

On the top of the pillars is a platform 20 feet 
square, on which isthe house, 14 feet square and 
nine feet high, in which are a parlor, kitchen, and 
jsleeping-room. Above this room is the lantern, 
eight feet high, with giass five feet by three, and 
five-eighths of an inch thick. Below the platform, 
or spider, (as itis called,) is the cellar, con- 
istructed within the pillars, and nine feet deep, 
which is used for store-room, fuel, &e. The 
middle pillar extends up through the whole to the 
top; the upper part of which is hollow, and is 
used fora chimney. Upon the spider is a walk 
outside of the house, three feet wide, the only 
place where the keepers can promenade, except- 
ing a small walk outside of the lantern, 70 feet 
above the water. It may be truly said of the 
keepers, that they live between heaven and earth. 

Mr. Dunham of Bridgewater, is the keeper, and 
will receive $600 per annum. Two other men 
are employed by government at $1 per day, who 
are to take up their abode at the light-house, 
while Mr. Duvham will remain on shore to at- 
tend to their wants, made known by signals. 
| One man wasin the house during the heavy 
storm the ist December. Another was in it dur- 
ing the violent blow from S. E. and N. W. the 
| 22 ult., and seemed quite pleased with his eleva- 
|tion, and remarked that it stood quite firm since 
it had been braced ; referring to three sets of brac- 
jes attached to each pillar, which had been recent- 
jly put in. 

The only danger apprehended is from the ice, 
or that some vessel may be driven against it in a 
)storm at high water. While the workmen were 
|engaged in finishing off the lantern, a brig came 
|so nearthe house ir a dense fog, that the crew 
}thought it was some Yankee construction for 
ploughing the deep, and they at once cried out 
'** Hollo, there! you at anchor’? The work- 
/men replied, ‘* This is a light-house !””

'va Scotia, the past year. The trade began only 
seven years ago, when a single cargo of 20 cords 
was brought here during the year. In 1848 
there were only about 1500 cords brought in,so 
that the inerrase the last yearis surprisingly 
great. The 4000 cords brought in the past year, 
probably sold for about $20,000, and we under- 
stand that nearly all the proceeds were invested 
in bread-stuffs and other articles, purchased in 
our markets. ‘The Nova Scotia vessels gener- 
ally invest all the money they receive in the 
markets where they sell their cargoes, and not 
unfrequently something in addition.

The maintenance of that part of our colo- 
nial possessions subjects us to a yearly expend)- 
ture of more than £800,000 in hard cash. Will 
any one tell us that the Canadas would confer on 
us benefits at all equivalent to thist It may, 
indeed, be debated whether our exports to the 
Canadas would not be as great as they have 
been at any former period. Atany rate, we 
speak advisedly when we say that this country 
will be no loser by the secession of the Canadas. 
That is certainly the conclusion at which minis- 
ters have arrived, after the most able and most 
careful deliberation. On that conclusion they 
have resolved to act. When the session meets 
we shall see the facts brought fully before the 
public, with the grounds on which the cabinet 
has come to the conclusion at which it has ar- 
rived.”

Foreicn Paurertsm—Deer Istanp—Roman- 
tic Incipent. ‘The Boston correspondent of the 
Newburyport Herald says : 

“A recent visit to the City institutions upon 
Deer Island, enabled me te see what specimens 
of humanity were sent here by the parishes and 
landlords in the Old World. When an immi- 
grant vessel arrives, she is boarded by Dr. Mori- 
arty, the Port Physician, who makes a careful 
examination of the passengers, and orders the 
sick, and all those whose appearance indicates 
physical defect, to be sent to the City Hospital 
on the island. The owner, or consignee of the 


| vessel, has to give bends with sureties that he 


will pay all expenses incurred by these sick or 
disabled paupers, while they are in the Institu- 
tions, and also guarantee that they shall not be- 
come a burden to the state within ten years from 
the day of their arrival. ‘This wholesome law 
is rigidly enforeed by our city government; and 
the bills against an immigrant ship, have amount- 
Ship owners are not so 
well pleased with this system, as they were with 
the old method of paying head money upon pas- 
senges. 

At present there are upwards of two hundred 
oassengers upon Deer Island who have not re- 
covered from the effects of their passage, or who 
were crippled before their shipment. No one 
can see the motley crowd of invalids there col- 
lected, without feeling indignant at the gross out- 
rage perpetrated upon us, by those who make a 
Botany Bay of this country, and ship us the mis- 
erable wrecks of humanity, from their prisons, 
hospitals and poor houses. Out of about fifty 
children on that sland under ten years of age, 
you could not select six, whose faces and bodies 
did not bear painful witness to the truth of the 
declaration, in its physical aspect, ‘That the 
iniqeities of the fathers shall be visited upon the 
children.” 

The city government has commenced an im- 
mense building upon this island, caleulated to ac- 
commodate fourteen hundred paupers. The co t 
of the building, exclusive of the site and out- 
buildings, will be the enormous sum of one hun- 
dred and thirty-four thousand dollars. Deer 
Island is only a éranch of our pauper establish- 
ment, though, it is probable, it will soon be the 
abode of our entire foreign pauper population. 

No one, whose attention has not been specially 
directed to the subject of pauperism, in its rela- 
tion to immigration, would believe that so large 
a proportion ot our paupers were foreigners, as 
the official returns indicate. 1 will state one fact, 
from numerous others of a similar nature. Out 
of one hundred and eight children born in our 
city poor house, the present year, one hundred 
and two were of foreign parents, and twenty-five 
per cent. of the whole number were avowed ille- 
gitimates, and the officers are of the opinion that 
upwards of a ard of the whole number were of 
that class. 

Some months since, an incident occurred in 
our city Lunatic Hospital, of a very peculiar 
character. A mother and daughter both became 
inmates, and were placed in the same story of 
the building, where they had access to the same 
hall. They met and recognized each other, 
though one had left the other years ago, in Ire- 
land. Both had crossed the ocean, become resi- 


dents here, and Jost all knowledge of each oth- 


er's history or fate; both became bereft of rea- 
son, and came upon the public for support, and 
in a mad house, surrounded by those who were 
hopelessly insane, the child and parent met, and 
though reason was dethroned, and each was 
there with a ‘“‘mind diseased,”’ yet nature tri- 
jumphed over the clouded intellect, and fora 
| brief moment, the parties talked of the land of 
their birth, and when they had separated from 
leach other. This incident is of romantic inter- 
‘est, sufficient tosuit the most anxious inquirer 
‘after extraordinary adventures. 


Every month, we are reminded by some new 
‘fact which comes to us,of the vast number of for- 
| eigners who are taking up their abode with us.— 
| The last novel sight which brought this subject 
;to my mind, was the exposure for sale in our 
market, of meat killed according to the Jewish 
| method, and prepared expressly for the resident 
children of Abraham. A parchment label,with 
‘a certificate from a priest, written in Hebrew, at- 
| tested that the animal was slain in accordance 
| with the ancient ritual law of that peculiar peo- 
ple. The Jews have aregular Synagogue here, 
and maintain public worship. 
From our German residents, we have quite a 
number of very intelligent and thrifty citizens — 
| The infusion of sach numbers of skilful musi- 
i cians, and instrumental performers, as have come 
jamong us. has had two good effects; one, in 
| raising the standard of excellence among per- 
| formers, and the other, in teaching our bands to 
| be less exacting in their demands for their servi- 
| ces, and to be more accommodating to their pa- 
| trons than formerly.

| Prior to the first of July last the expenses of 
|eollecting the revenue from customs were paid 
| out of the accruing revenues at the several ports, 
and only the balance came into the Treasury ; of 
‘course the receipts at the Treasury, actual and 
estimated, were of the nett revenue after deduct- 
| ing all expenses. 
By the act of 3d March last, the system was 
changed from and after Ist July,1849, and accord- 
ingly, the receipts, actual and estimated, from 
|that date, are of the gross revenue, and estimates 
jare submitted of the expenses of collection. 
The alteration thus made in the law must 
| prove to be salutary, as the attention of Congress 
| will be annually drawn to the expenditures under 
i this head, and they will be enabled to limit them 
‘in a spirit of economy as severe as the exigencies 
of the public service will admit. 
Notwithstanding the great increase of the bu- 
siness of the country, the act of 17th June, 1844, 
|has prevented any addition to the number of in- 
| spectors, gaugers, weighers, measurers, or mar- 
kers, (in any district then established,) since its 
passage, except ten inspectors at New Orleans, 
per act 3d March, 1845 and the consequence is, 
\that at all the large ports the number of inspec- 
| tors is insufficient for the discharge of the duties 
‘of the those offices, and the prevention of breach- 
es or evasion of the revenue laws. 
| These duties have been greatly increased by 
the establishment of the warehousing system, and

‘are now 110 collection districts in the United 
'States. Of this number, 18 are maintained at 
ithe public expense, not having collected any 
revenue during the past vear. ‘There are 36 at 
{which the revenue collected is not sufficient to 
|meet the annual expenses, and but 56 at which 
ithe gross revenue exceeds the expenses. 
Under these circumstances, I submit the esti- 
jmates, herewith presented, (marked C,) of the

In addition to these expenses (without taking 
into the calculation sundry smaller items,) the 
number of military land warrants issuable under 
the act of 11th February, 1847, and the act of 
August 10, 1848, is to be taken into considera- 
tion. Under those acts, 65,171 warrants for 160 
acres each, and 5,219 for 40 acres each, have 
already been issued. Claims to the amount of 
9000 have been suspended or rejected, and it is 
lestimated that the number of claims yet to be 
presented will amountto 17,000. (See state- 
ment marked (1), hereto annexed.) 

The whole amount of warrants issuable under 
the act above mentioned, may, therefore, be esti- 
mated as equal to 90,000, (of 160 acres each) 
which, at $200 each, will amount to $18,000,000. 
Of course, until these warrants shall be exhaust- 
ed, a large proportion of the revenue from sales 
of public lands must be thereby diverted.

It is not probable that additional sales would 
have been made to the full extent of the number 
of acres located under the military boundty land 
warrants, but I think it may be safely considered 
that this source of the revenue may be taken at 
nearly $4,000,000, of which a part is absorbed 
by the land warrants; a part, say $1,657,050, 
(that being the amotnt paid and payable during 
the present fiscal year,) is applied to the pay- 
ment of interest on the loan and treasury notes, 
under the act of January 28, 1847; and the re- 
mainder is pledged to the extinguishment of the 
debt created under thatact.

To export its raw material and reimport the ar- 
ticles manufactured from it, or to neglect its own 
raw materials and import the articles manufac- 
tured from that of another country, is to preter- 
mit the means which nature has provided for its 
advancement.
